Disputes British Delegations View 
That Church Flourishes In Moscow 


New York —(NC)— The rosy 
picture of a flourishing Catholic 
Church in Moscow and absolute 
freedom of religion, as given out 
in a pamphlet by a “British Work- 
ers’ delegation” which visited Mos- 
cow last year, bears little relation 
to the facts, according to the best- 
informed observers in this country. 


The British delegation’s pamph- 
let, “Russia With Our Own Eyes,” 
published in London, said that they 
saw members of many foreign 
embassies of western powers, who 
accuse the Soviet Union of suppres- 
sing religion, on their kneés pray- 
ing in the Moscow Catholic Church 
of St. Louis of the French. The 
pamphlet said these envoys “are 
party to a foul lie and’ they should 
speak out against it.” 


The delegation’s talk of one 
“flourishing” Catholic church in 
Moscow has a rather false ring, it 
is pointed out by the Rev. Leopold 
Braun, A.A., who was stationed in 
Moscow for 12 years and is now at 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church 
here. Before the Red revolution 
there were~several truly flourish- 
ing Catholic places of worship in 
the Russian capital and ‘all but 
the one have been demolished or 
ee to profane uses by the Soviets, 
he notes. 


Father Braun is one of three 
American Assumptionist priests 
who have served in Moscow since 
the Roosevelt-Litvinov agreement 
of 1933. 


Examination of the record on the 
situation of the Catholic church m 
Moscow since the Red revolution 
reveals the following facts: 


One of the four Catholic places 
of worship in Moscow was a chapel 
set up in an apartment house on 
the Arbatsky boulevard, and was 
used by Russian Catholics of the 
Byzantine Rite. Practically « all 
Catholic priests and deacons of this 


rite were liquidated throughout) 


Russia by the early thirties. The 
chapel had been closed down by 
the Soviets and its congregation 


dispersed and partly arrested in : 


the early twenties. 


The oldest Catholic church of 
Moscow and 
one of the other three was that of 
SS. Peter and Paul onthe Miliou- 
tinsky pereoulok. It was formerly 
administered by a dean and four 
assistant priests. This parish 
ceased to exist in 1937, and its 
large church was demolished, fol- 


lowing the arrest of its last pastor 


on May 3, 1937. 

All the taxes had been paid by 
the parishioners and the legally 
constituted church council was in 
nerfect order in accordance with 
the Soviet laws. The school, rec- 


tory and general church property 
were confiscated by the Bolsheviks. 
SS. Peter. and Paul had been 


founded in -1759 and operated un- 
interruptedly until 1937—zefo 
year in the unpublished Soviet 
five-year plan devoted exclusively 
to.the annihilation of religion. The 
church had 18,000 faithful.

China Reds Arrest 
Missioner; Charge 
Criminal Mortality 


Maryknoll, N. Y.—(RNS)— The 
Rev. Robert P. Kennelly, American 
missionary in charge of the Mary- 
knoll orphanage at Loting, China, 
has been arrested by Communist 
authorities, according to word re- 
ceived here by the Catholic For- 
eign Mission Society of America. 

The Very Rev. Thomas S. Walsh, 
Vicar General of the Maryknoll Fa- 
thers, said that Father Kennelly, a 
native of Brooklyn, N. Y., was ar- 
rested on March 17 on a “criminal 
mortality” charge. 

This is the same charge which 
has been used to close foreign hos- 
pitals and orphanages all over 
China and is advanced solely for 
religious consumption, Father 
Walsh declared. 

“The actual charge,” he said, “in- 
volves a number of babies who died 
after being brought to the orphan- 
age. The Loting orphanage was 
founded solely to care for abandon- 
ed babies. Ninety per cent of the 
infants brought there are so far 
spent from exposure and malnutri- 
tion that they die within a few 
hours. Of those that live another 
70 or 80 per cent are blind.” 

The ting orphanage ‘was 
founded by the late Father. Daniel 
McShane, of Columbus, Indiana; 
who specialized in rescuing aban- 
doned babies. It is the oldest in- 
stitution of its kind conducted by 
the Maryknoll Fathers in China. 

“It was to save as many of the 
abandoned children as possible that 
the Loting orphanage was found- 
ed,” Father Walsh said. “Because 
of the exceptionally high mortality 
rate, government hospitals will not 
admit these children. Father Ken- 
nelly hired old women to scour the 
dumps and alleys of Loting, and 
paid a small fee for each baby. It 
was this work of charity which has 
been distorted by officials and made 
to serve as an excuse for the arrest 
of Father Kennelly.”

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The Government Should Aid Religion 


WOULD giving religigus publica- 
tions a special postage rate 
violate the First Amendment of the 
Constitution? This question .-is 
currently being debated by mem- 
bers of the Senate and House Post 
Office and Civil Service Com- 
mittees. 

The question is downright silly! 
It is hard to see how intelligent 
men could even consider it. ey 
couldn’t if the air of this country 
had not been betogged by unintelli- 
gent vaporings about a “wall of 
separation” between Church and 
State. How often must it be point- 
ed out that the First Amendment is 
not an effort to prevent religion 
from contributing to the national 
welfare? 


The framers of the Constitution 
and the First Amendment assumed 
religion would always be a power- 
ful influence for the public good. 
With their cultural and educational 
background, they couldn’t have 
imagined the completely secular 
state. Their “separation” idea was 
the very plain intention of pre- 
venting ~~ re church or 
sect from oming the “official” 
religion of the nation or of a state. 
They sought also to insure that 
religious qualifications would not 
become a test for public office. 

Asking if special postage rates 
for religious publications would 
violate the First Amendment really 
means: “Wouldn’t this be aiding 
religion?” The answer is, of 


course, it would. Is that bad? 
Building municipal hospitals is 
favoring good health over illness; 
building public schools is favoring 
learning against ignorance. What 
is a government for if not to favor 
and foster those things which con- 
tribute. to the welfare of the 
people?. Should government be 
neutral between atheism and reli- 
gion?. Is there no general agree- 
ment that religion promotes the 
common good? 

How long will the secularists be 
permitted to confuse the issue with 
cries of “separation of Church and 
State” when they really mean 
“elimination of all influence of 
religion in America?”

Eastern Time, the Cath- 
olic Hour is in the coveted time 
period, occupying one of the 
most valuable Sunday spots on the 
air. 

The time is donated by N.B.C., of 
course, as a partial means of ac- 
uitting their obligations under the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission of providing programs in 
the “public interest, convenience 
and necessity.” ., 

All the other expenses involved 
in producing the te am are 
shouldered by N.C.C.M. The speak- 
er gets an honorarium—nominal, to 


be sure, but it mounts up over a 
period of fifty-two weeks. All his 
necessary. expenses are paid, Be- 
sides, the talks are first mimeo~-’ 
graphed, then printed by Our Sun- 
day Visitor, and a copy goes free 
to anyone who writes in for it. 
Then there are the salaries of the 
mail clerks, typists, and executive 
help needed in producing the pro- 
gram. 


Very early in the history of the 
program, the Speakers’ Committee 
of the Men’s Council engaged a 
promising ‘young orator by the 
name of Fulton J. Sheen.

Increasing Income And 
Depreciated Dollars 


UR total personal income in 
America continues to increase. 
The U. 8. Department of Commerce 
has released the general business 
indicators for 1950. Our personal 
income in 1939 was $72.6 Billion, 
and in 1949, $206.1 Billion. The 
seasonably adjusted reports 
months in 1950 reveal the steady 
climb upward, with the exception 
of a slight drop in the spring. The 
figure for January, 1950 was $214.6 
Billion. For December it was 
$241.0 Billion, the highest in our 
history. While the first report for 
1951 shows a slight decline, $239.2 
Billion in January, our persona! in- 
come throughout the nation in cur- 
rent dollars is now on its highest 
level. 

However the purchasing power 
of the dollar continues to decline. 
From this same source, the U.S. 
Department of Conimerce, we are 
told that the dollar for consumers’ 
prices in general in January, 1950 
was worth 59.5 cents in terms of 
the 1939 dollar at 100 cents. 

The fluctuation was not great 
until the summer of 1950 when a 
further fall began that continued 
until the December dollar was 
worth only 55.9 cents. The Janu- 
ary, 1951 dollar was worth even 
less, only 55.1 cents. 

In retail food prices the dollar 
has its lowest value, averaging 
about ten cents less than in gen- 
eral consumers prices. The food 
dollar of January, 1951 was exact- 
ly ten cents less, 45.1 cents, in- 
stead of 55.1 cents. 

While the personal income across 
the nation reaches new heights, 
the value of the dollar in circula- 
tion drops to new depths. 

Commenting on our incomes, 
Robert M. Hopkins of the Golden 
Rule Foundation says: 

“But the dollars for church and 
charity continue to lag behind to 
such an extent that increased con- 
tributions as reported do not make 
up for the loss due to inflation. 
And by no means are we keeping 
up the proportion of our incomes 
to benevolence. We have 
more, but give less proportionately. 
Stewardship and proportionate 
giving must be stressed as never 
before.

(on political power. It seems to be 
'a fact, surprising and saddening, 
that the spiritual influence of our 
Protestant churches, aS a com- 
manding force has not reached 
much beyond the range of Protes- 
tant military power.” 

Of course, America has not been 
won by Protestantism. Its member- 
ship constitutes at most one-fourth 
of the population. One-half of the 
entire population of the United 
States has drifted into indifferent- 
ism chiefly because the widest div- 
ergences and even contradictions 
of beliefs prevail among its 200 
component parts. 

Whether the United States was 
| discovered by ‘Columbus of Spain, 


|or by Ericksen of Iceland, it was 
discovered by a Catholic; it was 
explored almost completely by 
Catholics; its lakes and rivers and 
hundreds of towns and cities were 
named by Catholic pioneers. Evi- 
dently, therefore, Catholics are not 
“foreigners” either in fact, or by 
civil allegiance to any other au- 
thority than that of the United 
States’ federal or state or local 
governments.

MILLIONS of Catholic converts could be won each year if the laity would roll up its

lecturer and professor at the University of Notre Dame, given last Sunday at the Jesui 
Church of the Gesu in Milwaukee. 


Waiting for prospects to flock to our doors will not win America’s 70,000,000 church- 


less people to Christ, the author of “The Faith of Millions,” 


asserted. 

The public reception of a Gesu 
Inquiry Forum class of 48 converts 
into the Church provided the occa- 
sion for his talk.

to America by the Jesuit fathers at 
Gesu, Father O’Brien said. 

“In five and a-half years, inquiry 
forums at the church have in- 
structed 1,696 non-Catholics and 
2,380 Catholics,” he -reported. 
“During that time, 768 converts 
have been received into Catholicism 
there.” 

Four points are established by 
the experience of the Gesu forums, 
the priest noted. They are: 

1) Thousands of § churchless 
people are hungry for religion, but 


are waiting for an invitation to 


learn about the life giving truths 
of Christianity; 

2) Lay Catholics can _ help 
mightily in the convert crusade by 
recruiting prospects for the inquiry 
forum. 

3) Public lectures for large 
groups are immensely more fruit- 
ful than the method of private in- 
struction. Public imstruction re- 
flects more closely the actual 
method used by Christ and the 
Apostles. 

4) If we are ever to win for 
Christ the 70,000,000 churchless 
people of America, we must aban- 
don the disastrous policy of wait- 
ing for prospects to knock at rec- 
tory doors. We must go out into 
the highways and look for them, 
invite them to our inquiry forums 
and to our services. 

Out of a population of 160,- 
600,000 approximately 70,000,000 
have no church affiliation, while an- 
other 30,000,000 seldom attend di- 
vine services. To win the hundred 
million for Christ requires the 
active work not only of our 43,000 
priests but also of our 28,000,000 
laity. 

“Failure to harness the good will 
and latent missionary zeal of our 
laity to the convert apostolate rep- 
resents the greatest loss suffered 
by the Church in América,’ Father 
O’Brien said.

“Keep The 
Commandments’ 


That the Ten Commandments 
were not to be abrogated in the 
New Law is clear from many 
utterances of Christ.

He told His followers: “so 
let your light shine before men in 
order that they may see your good 
works” (Matt. 5:16). Does not 
Christ promise that the Father will 
reward those who give alms (Matt.

(1) They must make one visit to 
each of four designated churches. In 
every case their porish church can be 
one of.these. Where there are three 
churches in a city, they may visit 
their parish church twice; where there 
ore two churches, each church twice;

(c) The Apostles’ Creed; 
(d) The Hail Mary three times with 
the invocation “Queen of Peace, prey 
for us’; 
(e) The Heil, Holy Queen once.

The Indulgence 
(1) The Holy Year Indulgence mey 
be gained for oneself or the dead. 
(2) The Indulgence may be gained 
es often as the prescribed works ore 
fulfilled; but- the previous series, in- 
cluding confession and communion, 
should be completed before the sec- 
ond one is started. 

(3) The last of the prescribed works 
must be performed in the state of 
grace. Therefore it is recommended 
thet the Holy Year Communion be 
made efter the visits and prayers.

Imperialism And 

Gangsterism Seen 
As World Threats 


Expose Of Red Maneuvers 
Would Help People 
Know Their Danger

Washington — (NC) — Leaders 
here have long insisted that Amer- 
icans ought to try to understand 
the true character of the foe that is 
threatening our well-being in the 


world today. The need for that 
understanding continues, and was 
never greater than it is now. 


_ We have said rtght along that it 
is communism that threatens us. 
That is no longer precisely true. 
Our foe marches under the banner 
of communism, but he has exceed- 
ed even that impractical and 
dangerous philosophy. The force 
that confronts us is imperialism in 
policy, and gangsterism in tactics. 


This has been brought to mind 
by the words of President Truman, 
in recent days, who said that he is 
trying to mobilize the moral forces 
of the world against the unmoral 
forces. The President said on this 
occasion that he hoped that those 
whogdo not share our views will 
raise the iron curtain and let us 
see behind it. If we could see what 
they are doing, and they could see 
what we are doing, he said, we 
might be able to learn much from 
each other and “then we would 
have peace in the world.” 


Although we must never give up 
trying, because once we give up 
striving in our own defense we 
admit defeat, it would seem that 
only a miracle could affect a 
rapproachement in this way. It is 
no longer——if it ever was—a 
simple matter of comparing a 
political philosophy of the East 
with a political philosophy of the 
West. The East, as it is represent- 
ed today, is bent on pure and 
simple aggression. It can only 
suffer by comparison, so there will 
be none. 


This fact is fortified by little 
things that have been brought out, 
here and there, in the very large 
effort that is being made to “sell” 
Marshal Tite of Yugoslavia to the 
American people. Our present 
foreign policy is to make Marshal 
Tito an ally, to wean him away 
from the East. We are told that, 
if we do not encourage and coddle 
him, he will fall and Yugoslavia 
will become more of a Moscow 
satellite than ever. 


While we are forcing our 
largesse -upon Marshal Tito, he 
keeps telling us that he is still a 
communist, and that he hopes to 
continue to be one. However, the 
Yugoslav regime seems to justify 
our supporting it by saying it 1s 
communist but Russia is not. 
Russia, the Titoists say, has gone 
in for Stalinism. This is inter- 
preted as meaning the pursuit of 
a policy of imperialism under the 
banner of communism. 


Actually, Marshal Tito is not a 
communist, either. Nor is his 
regime. He may not have the 
record of imperialism Marshal 
Stalin has, but he has a record of 
gangsterism which, pound for 
pound, compares very favorably. 


Communism, actually is a politi- 
cal and economic philosophy and 
very old. Historians trace it back 
to Crete in about 1300 B.C., to 
Sparta later, and to various other 
et in the world between then 
and now. Marx and Engels gave 
‘the philosophy its first “scientific 
expression in the middle of the 
last century. 


What a great many people do not 
realize is that real communist 
philosophy was given a “workout 
in many experiments with com- 
munist societies and communities, 
a number of them in this country. 
As early as the beginning of: this 
century, the late Msgr. John A. 
Ryan was able to draw some

__ Cleveland—(NC)—Two prominent Catholic figures crit- 
icized the teaching of philosophy and history in Catholic 
colleges before educators attending conventions here of the 
National Catholic Educational Association and the Jesuit 


Educational Association. 


Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen, national director of the Society 


for the Propagation of the Faith,? 


declared “we would do well to re- 
vise our philosophy courses” to 
include the great philosophers of 
the Orient. 


Through some crisis—“war, rev- 
olution or the precocious explosion 
of an atom bomb,” he predicted, 
“the future will see the transfor- 
mation of world supremacy from 
the West to the East.” Yet with 
this impending shift, the Monsig- 
nor said, education is more famil- 
iar with the “ancient paganism” 
of the Greeks and Romans than 
with the “modern paganism” that 
exists today in the countries of 
the East. 


“Are we teaching a Western 
Christ?” he asked. “Christ does 
not belong to the West. He came 
first of all from the East.” 


Thomas F. Murphy, prosecutor 
of Alger Hiss and now New York 
City’s Police Commissioner, said he 
had found his college training in 
history “not all that it might have 
been.” 


“The continuity of all history 
was not easily discernible ... It 
wasn't until many years later, 
after college, that I fully under- 
stood the Protestant Revolution. 
. « « We had no course that I re- 
member in American history. All 
the American history that 1 knew 
when I graduated from college 
was what I had remembered from 
grammar school.” 


Monsignor Sheen, addressing a 
special session at the National 
Catholic Educational Association 
convention, said most of the phil- 
osophies of the East are not in- 
trinsically wrong. 


“Some day a philosopher will 
come and take hold of all this Eas- 
tern thought and baptize it—just 
as St. Thomas did with Aristotle 
in the East,” he declared. “Per-
